Soveraign Lady Queen Mary, to the great decay of the due honour 


of God, and diſcomfozt to the pzofefſozs of the truth of Chills Beli⸗

Be it therefoze enacted by the Authozity of this pzeſent Parlia⸗ 
ment, That the ſaid Statute of Repeal, and every thing therein 
contarned, only concezning the ſaid Book, and the Service, Abmi- 
niftration of Sacraments, Rites, and Ceremonies contained ap- 
pointed in, oꝛ by the ſaid Book, ſhall be void and of none effet, trum 
and after the F eaſt of the Nativity of Saint John Baptiſt next tuning: 
and That the ſaid Book, wich the ozder of Service, and of the Ad⸗ 
miniſtration of Sacraments, Rites and Ceremonies, with the al- 
teration and additions therein added and appointed by this Statute, 
ſhall Gland, and be, from, and afcer the ſatd Feaſt-of the Nativity of 


Saint John Baptiſt, infull fozce and effect, aggoiding to the tenour 


and effec of this Statute: Any thing in rhe Tozelaid Statute of Re- 
peal to the contrary notwithſtanding.

And further be it Enacted by the Queens Þighneſs, with the aſſent 
of the Lozds and Commons in this pzelont Parliament afſembled, 
and by Authozity of the ſame,That all, and ſingular iniſters in any 
Cathedzal, oꝛ Pariſh⸗Church, oꝛ other plate within this Realm of 
England, Wales, and the Pavches of the lame, de other the Queens 
Diminions, ſhall from and after the Feaſt of the Nativity of Srrint 
John Baptiſt next tuming, be bounden to ſay and uſe the Mattens, E- 
benſong.celebzation of the Lozds Supper, and adminiſtration of each 
of the Sacraments, and all cheir Common and apen Pꝛayer, in ſuch 
oꝛder and foꝛm as is mentioned in the ſaid Book, fo Authoztzed by 
Parliament in the ſaid fifth and ſixth pear of the Reign of Ring Ed- 
ward the Sixth; with one alteration, oꝛ addition of certain Leſſons to 


- be uſed on every Sunday in the year, and thefozm of the Letany al⸗ 


tered, andcozrected, and two ſententes only added in the delivery of the 
Sacrament. to the Communitants, and none dther, oz otherwiſe : 
and, That if any manner of Parſon, Uicar., ozother whatſoever i⸗ 


niſter, that ought oꝛ ſhould fing, oꝛ ſay Common Pꝛayer mentioned in 


the ſaid Book, oz miniſter the Sacraments, from, and after the Feaſt 
of the Nativity of Saint John Baptiſt next coming, refuſe to uſe the 
ſaid Common Pꝛapers, oꝛ to miniſter the Sacraments in ſuch Ca- 
thedꝛal, oz Parilh-Church, oz other plates, as he ſhould uſe to miniſler 


the ſame, inſuch oꝛder and foꝛm, as they be mentioned, and ſet darth 
in the laid Book, oz ſhall wilfully, oz obſtinately ſtanding in the ſame, 


uſe any other Kite, Ceremony, Oꝛder, Fozm, o2 manner of telebꝛa⸗ 
ting of the Loꝛds Supper openlp, oꝛ pzivily, oz Battens, Even ſong, 
adminiſtration of the Sacraments, oꝛ other open Pꝛapers, than is 
mentioned, and ſet fozth in the laid Book, [Open Prayer in, and 
througheut this Act, is meant that Prayer, which is for other to come 
unto, or hear, either in Common Churches, or private Chappels, or O- 
ratories, commonly called the Service of the Church] o2 thall pꝛeath, 
Declare, oꝛ ſpeak any thing in the derogation, oꝛ depꝛaving of the ſaid 
Book, 02 any thing therein contained, oꝛ of any part thereof, and 
Jhall be thereof lawfully conviged, accozding to the Laws Ly = 
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Realm, by verdic of twelve men, oꝛ by his own confeſſion, oꝛ by the 
notozious evidence of the fact; he ſhall loſe, and fozfeit to the Quiens 
Þighneſs, per peits, and Succeſſozs, foꝛ his firſt offence, the profit 
of all his Spiritual Benekices, oz Pzomotions, coming, oz arifing 
in one whole year nert after this tonbidion: And alſo that the perſon 
ſo conviaed ſhall foꝛ the ſame offence ſuffer impꝛiſonment by the ſpace 
of fix moneths, without Bail, oz Mainpꝛile: And if any ſuch per⸗ 
ſon, once convic of any offence concerning the pꝛemiſſes, thall after 
his firſt conviction, eftſoons offend, and be thereof in fozm afozeſaid 
lawfully convicts That then the ſame perſon ſhall foz bis ſecond 
offence ſuffer impꝛiſonment by the ſpace of one whole year, and allo 
ſhall therefoze be depꝛibed ipſo facto of all his Spiritual Pꝛomotions 
and, That it ſhall be lawful rw at! Pacrons, o Donozs sf all 
and fingular the ſame Spiritual Pzomotions, oꝛ t any of them, to 


pꝛeſent, oꝛ collate ts the ſame, as though the perſon and perſons ſa 


offending weredead: and That, if any ſuch perſon, oz perſons, after 
be ſhall be twice convicted in fozm afozeſaid, ſhall offendagainſtany 
of the pzemiſles the third time, and ſhall be thereof, in fozm afozeſaid, 


lawfully convictedz That then the perſon ſo offending, and convicey 


the third time ſhall be depzived ipſo facto of all bis Spiritual Pꝛo⸗ 
motions, and alſo ſhall ſuffer impaiſenment during his lite: And if 


the perſon, that ſhall offend, and be convict in fozm afozeſaid, ton⸗ 


cerning any of the pꝛemiſſes, ſhall not be Beneficed, noz have any 
Spiritual Pzomotionz That then the ſame perſon, ſo offending, and 
convict. ſhall foz the firſt offence ſuffer impꝛiſonment during one whole

if any ſuch perſon not having any Spiritual Pzomotion, after his firſi

open fact, died, o2 by open thzeatnings compel, ozcauſe, oz othetwiſe 
pꝛoture, o2 maintain any Parſon, Uicar, o2 other Miniſter in any 
Cathedzal, oꝛ Pariſh⸗Church, oz in Chappel, oꝛ in any other plate, to 
ſing, oꝛ ſap any Common, oꝛ open Pꝛaper, o2 to minifter any Sacra- 
ment otherwiſe, oz in any other manner, and fozm, than is menti⸗ 
oned in the ſaid Book 3 oz by 3 the ſaid means hall unlawfullp

marks: And if any perſon, after he in foꝛm afozeſaid ſhall have been 
twice convict of any offence concerning any of the laſt recitedoffences,

convictz That then every perſon, ſooffending and convie, ſhall foz 
his third offence fozfeit to our Soveraiga Lady the Queen all his 
Goods and Chattels, and ſhall fuffer impziſonment during his lite: 
And if any perſon oꝛ perſons, that fo2 his firſt offence concerning the 
pꝛemiſſes, ſhall be convic in kom aforefatd; do nat pay the ſum to be 
paid by vertue of his convicion, in ſuch manner and fozm, as the 
ſame ought to be paid, within {tx weeks next after his conviction; 


That then every perſon ſo tonvict, and ſonot paying the ſame, ſhall

Church; and alla upon pain, that every perſon ſooffending ſhall foz- 
feit foꝛ every ſuch offence twelve pence, to be levied by the Church- 
watdens of the Parilh, where ſuch offence ſhall be done, to the uſe of 


_ the poo? of the ſame Parilh, of the goods, lands, and tenementsof 


ſuchoffender, by way of diſtreĩs. 

And koꝛ due execution hereof, the Queens moſt excellent Majeſty, 

the Lozds Tempozal, and all the Commons in this pꝛeſent Parlia: 

ment allembled, e. in Gods name earneſtly require, and charge all 

the Archbilhops, Bilhops, and other Oꝛdinaries, that they ſhall en- 

deavour themſelves to the uttermoſt of their knowledges, that the

df the Sacraments, and often Pꝛeathing of the Goſpel, with devo⸗ 
tion of thehearers: And yet this notwithſtanding, a great number 
of people in divers parts of this Realm, following their own ſenſu- 
ality, and living without knowledge and due fear of God, do wil⸗ 
fully and Schiſmatitally abſtain, and refuſe to tome to their Pariſh 
Churches and other Publick places where Common Pꝛaper, Ad- 
miniſtration of the Sacraments, and Pꝛeathing ot the Wozd of God 
is uſed upon the Sundays and other days oꝛdained and appointed to 
be kept and obſerved as poly days: And whereas by the great and 
ſcandalous neglect of Piniſters inthe ſaid Dzder, oꝛ Liturgy ſo ſer 
fozth and enjoyned as afozeſaid, gfeat miſchiefs and inconveniences. 
during the times of the late unhappy troubles , have ariſen and 
grown; and many people have been led into Factions and Schiſms, 
to the great decay and ſcandal of the Refoꝛmed Religion of the Church 
of England, andtothe hazard o many ſouls : foꝛ pzevention where- 
of in time to come, foz ſetling the Peace of the Church, and foz 
allaying the pꝛeſent diſtempers, which the indiſpofition of the time 
hath contracted, The Rings Majeſty ( accozding to Þis Declaration 
of the Five and twentieth of October, One thouſand fir hundꝛed and 
firty ) granted Þis Commiſſion under the great Seal ot England to 
ſeveral Bilhops and other Divines to review the Bookof Common 
Pꝛaper, and to pꝛepare ſuch Alterations and Additions, as they 
thought fit to offer? And afterwards the Convocations of both the 
Pꝛovintes of Canterbury and York, being by his Majeſty called and 
allembled (and now fitting ) Þis Pajelly bath been pleaſed to Au- 
thozize and require the Pꝛeſidents of the ſaid Convocations, andother 
the Bilhops and Clergy of the ſame, to review the ſaid Book of 
Common Pꝛayer, and the Book of the Foꝛm and manner of the 
Making and Conſecratingof Biſhops, Pꝛieſis and Deatons; And 
that after mature conſideration, they [ſhould make ſuch Additions 
and Alterations in the ſaid Books reſpectively, as to them ſhould ſeem 
meet and convenient 3 And ſhould exhibit and pzeſent the ſame to is 


Majeſty in waiting, foz his further allowance oꝛ confirmations ſince 


which time, upon full and mature deliberation, they the laid Pꝛeſi⸗ 
dents, Bilhops, and Clergy of both Pꝛovintes have accozdingly 
reviewed the laid Books, and have made ſome Alterations which 
they think fit to be inſerted to the ſame3 and ſome Additional 
P2ayers to the ſaid Book of Common-Pzaper, to be uſed upon pꝛoper 
and emergent otcaſions; and have exhibited and pꝛeſented the ſame 
unto his Ma jeſty in wꝛiting, in one Book, Entituled, The Book of 
Common Prayer, and Adminiſtration of the Sacraments, and other 
Rites and Ceremonies of the Church, according to the uſe of the Church 
of England, together with the Pſalter, or Pſalms of David, Pointed as 
they are to be ſung or ſaid in Churches; and the Form and Manner of 
Making, Ordaining, and Conſecrating of Biſhops, Prieſts, and Dea- 
cons: All which is Majeſty having duely conſtdered bath fully 
appꝛobed and allowed the ſame, and recommended to this pzeſent 
Parliament, that the ſaid Book of Common Pꝛaper, and of the 
Fozm of D2dination and Conſecration of Biſhops, Pzieſts , and 
Deacons, with the Alterations and Additions, which have been — 
mave 
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made and pꝛeſented to pis Majeſty by the ſaid Con votations, be the 
Book, whith ſhall be appointed to be uſed by all that Otficiate in ali 
Cathedzal and Collegiate Churches and Chappels, and in all Chap- 
pels of Colledges and Þalls in both the Univerſtties, and the Col- 
ledges of Eaton and Wincheſter, and in all Parilh-Churches and 
Chappels within the Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales, and

what undue means , and for what miſchievous 
purpoſes the uſe of the Liturgy ( though injoyned by the 
Laws of the Land, and thoſe Laws never yet repealed ) 
came, during the late unhappy confuſions , to be diſcon- 
tinued, is too well known to the World, and we are not 
willing bere to remember.

Book might be Reviſed, and ſuch Alterations therein, 
and Additions thereunto made , as ſhould be thought re- 
qu te for the eaſe of tender Conſciences : Whereunto 
7s Majeity out of His pious Inclination to give ſatis-

In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve 
the like Moderation, as we finde 10 have been uſed in the 
like caſe in former times.

If any man, 
who ſhall deſire a more particular account of the ſeveral 
Alterations in any part of the Liturgy, ſhall take the pains 
10 compare the preſent Book with the former; we doubt 
not but the reaſon of the change may eaſely appear. 

And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our duties 
in this weighty affair, as in the ſight of God, and to ap- 
prove our ſincerity therein (Jo far as lay in us) to the con- 

ſciences of all men; although we know it impoſſible (in 
ſuch variety of apprebenſ:ons, humours, and intereſts, as 
are inthe world) to pleaſe all; nor can expect that men 
of fations, peeviſh, and perverſe ſpirits ſhould be ſatisfied 
with any thing that can be done in. this kind by any 
other than themſelves. Tet we have good hope, that 
what is here preſented , and hath been by the Convoca- 
tions of both Provinces with great diligence examined 
and approved', will be alſo wel accepted and approved 
by all ſober, peaceable, and truly conſcientious ſons of the 
Church of England.

Here was never any thing by the wit of man ſo 
well deviſed , or ſo ſureeſtabliſhed, which, in 
continuance of time, hath not been corrupted : 
As, among other things, it may plainly appear by 
the Common Prayers in the Church,commonlycalled 
Divine Service. The firft original and ground 
whereof if a man would ſearch out by the ancient 

Fathers, he fhall find, that the ſame was not or- 

Mo dained, but of a good purpoſe, and for agreat ad- 
> vancement of godlineſs. For they ſo ordered the 
matter, that all the whole Bible, (or the greateſt part thereof) ſhould be read 
over once every year; intending thereby, that the Clergy, andeſpecially ſuch as 
were Miniiters in the Congregation, ſhould (by often reading, and meditation 
in Gods word) be ſtirred up to godlineſs themſelves, and be more able toexhort 
others by wholeſom doFrine, and to confute them that were Adverſaries to the 

Truth and further, that the people (by daily hearing of holy Scripture read 

in the Church) might continually profit more and more in the knowledge of 

God, and be the more inflamed with the love of his true Religion. 

But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent Order of the ancient 
Fathers hath been ſo altered, broken, and neglected, by planting in uncertain 
Stories, and Legends, with multitude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain Repetiſiumc, 
Commemorations, and Synodals; that commonly, when any Bookof the Bible 
ws begun, afier three or four Chapters were read out, all the reſt were unread, 
And in this ſort the Book, of Iſaiafl was be um in Advent, and the Book of 
Geneſis in Septuageſima; but they were only begun, and never read thorough : 
After like ſort were other Books of holy Scripture uſed. And moreover, where- 
#5 St. Paul would have ſuch language ſpoken to the people in the Church, as they 
might underſtand, and have profit by hearing the ſame; The Service in this 
Church of England theſe many years, hath been read in Latin to the people, 
which they — not; ſo that they haze heard with their ears only, and 
their heart, ſpirit, and mind have not been edified thereby. And furthermore; 
notwithſtanding that the ancient Fathers have divided the Plalms into ſever 
E . Portions; 
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Portions, whereof every one was called a Nocturn: Now of late time, afew of 
them have been daily ſaid, and the reſt utterly omitted. Moreover, the num- 
ber and hardneſs of the Rules called the Pie, aud the manifold changings of the 
Service was the cauſe, that to turn the Book only was ſo hard andintricate a 
matter, that many times there was more buſineſs to find out what ſhould be read, 
than to read it when it was found cut.

F And although the keeping or omitting of a Ceremony, init ſelf conſidered, 
is but a ſmall thing; yet the wilful and contemptuous tranſgreſſuon and break- 
111 ing of a common order and diſcipline, is no ſmall offence before God. Let all 
100 things be done among you, ſaith St. Paul, in a ſeemly and due order; 
1 The appointment of the which order pertaineth not to private men 5 therefore 
2:0 man ought to take in hand, or preſume to appoint or alter any publick or 
common Order in Chriſts Church, except he be lawfully called and authorized 
thereunto. 
And whereas in this our time, the mindes of men are ſo divers, that ſome 
think it a great matter of conſcience to depart from a piece of the leaſt of their 
Ceremonies, they be ſo addicted to their old cuſtoms 5 and again on the other 
ſede, ſome be ſonew-fangled, that they would innovate all things, and ſo deſpiſe 
the old, that nothing can like them, but that is new + It was thought expedient 
not ſo nuch to have reſpect how to pleaſe and ſatisfie either of theſe parties, as 
how to pleaſe God, and profit them both. And yet leſt any man e 
fended, whom good reaſon might ſatirſie, here be certain cauſes rendred, w 
ſome of the accuſtomed Ceremonies be put away, and ſome retained and kept fal.

Ot Ceremonies: 

Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſs and multitude of them hath ſo 
increaſed in theſe latter days, that the burthen of them was intolerable; where- 
of St. Auguſtine in his time compluinetl, that they were grown to ſuch a num- 
ber, that the eſtate of Chriſtan people was in worſe caſe concerning that matter, 
than were the jews. And he connſelled, that ſuch yoke and burthen ſhould be 
taken away, as time would ſerve quietly todoit. Fut what would St. Auguſtine 
have ſaid, if he had ſeen the Ceremonies of late days uſed among as; where- 
unto the multitude uſed in his time was not to be compared? This our exceſ- 

ſive multitude of Ceremonies was ſogreat, and many of them ſo dark, that they 
did more confound and darken, than declare aud ſet forth Chriits benefits unto 


ur. And beſides this, Chriits Goſpel is not a Ceremonial Lam (as much of 


Moſes Law was) but it is a Religion to ſerve God, not in bondage of the figure 


or ſhadow , but in the freedom of the ſpirit; being content only with thoſe 


Ceremenies which do ſerve to a decent Order, and godly Diſcipline, and ſuch 
as be apt to ſtir np the dull minde 7 man to the remembrance of his dutyto 
God, by ſome notable and ſpecial ſigniſication, whereby he might be edified. 
Furthermore, the moit weighty cauſe of the aboliſhment of certain Ceremonies 
was, That they were ſo far abuſed; partly by the ſuperſtitious blindne( of the 
rude and unlearned , and partly by the unſatiable avarice of ſuch as ſought 
more their own lucre, than the glory of God, that the abuſes could not well 
be taken away , the thing remaining ſtill. | 
But now as concerning thoſe perſons, which peradventure will be offended, 
for that ſome of the old Ceremonies are retained ſtill : If they conſider, that 
without ſome Ceremonies it is not poſſible to keep any Order, or quiet Diſcipline 
in the Church, they ſhall eaſily perceive juit cauſe to reform their judgments. 
And if they think much, that any of the old do remain, and would rather 
have all deviſed anew e Then ſuch men granting ſame Ceremonies convenient to 
be had, ſurely where the old may be well uſed, there they cannot reaſonably re- 
prove the old only for their age, without bemrayingof their own folly. For in 
ſuch acaſe they ought rather to have reverence unto them for their antiquity , 
if they will declare themſelves to be more ſtuclious of unity and concord, than 
of innovations and new-fangleneſs, which (as much as may be with true ſet- 
ting forth of Chriits Religion ) is always to beeſchewed. Furthermore, ſuch 
ſhall have no juit cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved to be offended. For as 
thoſeavetaken away which were moit abuſed, and did burden mens conſciences 
without any cauſe; ſo the other that remain, are retained for a Diſcipline and 
Order, which (upon juſt cauſes ) may be altered and changed, and therefore 
are not to be eiteemedequal with Gods Law. And moreover, they be neither 
dark nor dumb Ceremonies , but are ſo ſet forth, that every man may under- 
ſtand what they do mean, and to what nſe they do ſerve. So that it is not 
like that they in time to come ſhould be abuſed as other have been. And in 
theſe our doings we condemn no other Nations, nor preſcribe any thing but to 
our own people onely : For we think it convenient, that every Countrey ſhould 
uſe ſuch Ceremonies as they ſhall think beſt to the ſetting forth of Gods honour 
and glory, and to the reducing of the people to a moſt perfect and godly living, 
without errour or ſuperſtition and that they fhould put away other things, 
which from time to time they perceive to be moſt abuſed, as in mens ordinances 
it oſten chanceth diverſly in divers Conntreys.

The New Teftament is appointed for the ſecond 
Leſſons at Morning and Evening Prayer, and ſhall be 
read over orderly every year chricr beide the Epiſtles 
and Goſpels; Except the 122 out of which 
there are only certain proper Leſſons appointed up- 
on divers Feaſts. LE 

And to know what Leſſons ſhall be read every day, 
look for the day of the month in the Kalendar follow- 
ing, and there ye ſhall find the Chapters that ſhall be 
read for the Leſſons both at Morning and Evening 
Prayer; Except only the Moveable Feaſts which are 
not in the Kalendar, and the Immoveable, where there

thirty pieces of ſilver to the chief pꝛieſts and elders, 
ſaying, J habe ſinned, in that J have betrayed the in- 
nocent bloud. And they ſaid, What is that to us? 
- ſeethou to that. And he caſt down the pieces of ſil⸗ 
ber in the temple, and departed, and went andhang- 
ed himſelf, And the chiek pꝛieſts took the ſilver pieces, 
and ſaid, It is not lawful foꝛ to put them into the 
treaſury, becauſe it is the p2ice of bloud. And they 
took counſel, and bought with them the potters field 
to bury ſtrangers in. UUlherefoze that field was cal- 
led, The field of bloud unto this day. (Then was ful- 
filled that which was ſpoken by Jeremy the p2ophet, 
ſaying, And they took the thirty pieces of ſilver, the 
pꝛite of him that was valued, whom they of the chil- 
dꝛen of Jſrael did value, and gave them foꝛ the potters 
field, as the Loꝛd appointed me.) And Yeſus ſtood be⸗ 
foze the gobernour, and the governour asked him, ſay⸗ 
ing, Art thou the King of the Jevos ? And Yeſus ſaid 
unto him, Thou ſayeſt, And when he was accuſed of 
the chief pꝛieſts and elders, he anſwered nothing. 
Then ſaith Pilate unto him, Hearelt thou not how ma- 
ny things they witneſs againſt thee? And he anſwer- 
ed him to never a woꝛd, inſomuch that the gover⸗ 
nour marvelled greatly. Now at that feaſt the go- 
vernour was wont to releaſe unto the people a pꝛiſo⸗ 
ner, whom they would. And they had then a nota- 
ble pꝛiſoner, called Barabbas. Therefoꝛe when they 
were gathered together, Pilate ſaid unto them, 
| I Whom. 
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Whom will ye that J releaſe unto you > Barabbas oz 
Jeſus, which is called Chꝛiſt? Foz he knew that fo2 
envy they had delivered him. When he was ſet down 
on the judgement ſeat, his wife ſent unto him, ſaying, 
Have thou nothing to do with that juſt man: foꝛ 

have ſuffered many things this day in a dꝛeam betaule 
of him. But the chief pꝛieſts and elders perlwaded 
the multitude that they ſhould ask Barabbag, and de- 
ſtroy Jeſus. The governour anſwered and ſaid 
unto them, Whether of the twain will ye that J releaſe 
unto you They ſaid Barabbas., Pilate ſaith unto 
them, Chat thall Jdo then with Jeſus, which is 
called Chziſt > They all ſay unto him, Let him be cru- 
cified. And the governour ſaid, Why, what evil ha h 
he done? But they cried out the moze, ſaying, Let him 
be crucified. When Pilate ſaw that he could p2evail no- 
thing, but that rather a tumult was made, he took 
water, and waſhed his hands befoze the multitude, ſay⸗ 
ing, Jam innocent of the bloud of this juſt perſon : 
ſee pe to it. Then anſwered all the people, and ſaid, 
His bloud be on us, and on our childꝛen. Then releaſed 
he Barabbas unto them: and when he had ſcourged 
Jeſus, he delivered him to be crucified. Then theſoul- 
diers of the governour took Yeſus into the common 
hall, and gathered unto him the whole band of ſouldi⸗ 
ers. And rhey ſtripped him, and put on him a ſcarlet 
robe. And when they had platted acrown of thozns, 
they put it upon his head, and a reed in his right hand: 
and they bowed the knee befoze him , and mocked him, 
ſaying, Hail, king of the Jews. And they ſpit upon 
him, and took the reed, and ſmote him on the head. 
And after that they had mockedhim, they took the robe 
off from him, and put his own raiment on him, and led 
him away to crucitie him. And as they tame out, they

JE WS. Then were there two thieves crucified 
with him: one on the right hand, and another on the 
left. And they that paſſed by, reviled him, wagging 
their heads, and ſaying, Thou that deſtroyelt the 
temple, and buildeſt it in thꝛee days, ſave thy ſelf: if 
thou be the ſon of God, come down from the croſs. 
Likewiſe alſo the chief pꝛieſts mocking him, with the 
Scribes and elders, ſaid, He ſaved others, himſelf he 
cannot ſave: if he be the King of Yſrael let him now 
come down from the croſs, and we will beliebe him. 
ve truſted in God; let him deliver him now if he will 
have him: fo2 he ſaid, J am the ſon of God; The 
Thieves alſo which were crucified with him, caſt the 
ſame in his teeth.

And ſtraightway one of them 
ran, and took a ſpunge and filled it with vineger, and 
put it on a reed, and gabe him to dꝛink. The reſt ſaid, 
Let be, let us ſee whether Elias will tome to ſabe him. 
Jeſus when he had cried again with a loud voice 
viel ded up the ghoſt, And behold, the vail of the temple 
was rent in twain from the top to the bottom, and 
the earth did quake, and the rocks rent, and the graves 
were opened, and many bodies of ſaints which flept, 
aroſe, and tame out of the graves, after his reſur⸗ 
rection, and went into the holy city, and appeared un⸗ 
to many. Now when the centurion, and they that 
were with him, watching Jeſus, ſaw theearth-quake, 
and thoſe things that were done, they feared greatly, 
faying, Truly this was I ſon of God. 
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them. Then he remembzed the days of old, Moſes 
and his people, ſaying, Where is he that bzought them 
up out of the fea with the ſhepherd of his flock ? 
Whereis he that put his holy ſpirit within him? that 
led them by the right hand ol Moſes, with his glozious 
arm, dividing the water befoze them, to make himſelf 
an everlaſting Name? That led them thꝛough the deep 
as an hozſe in the wilderneſs, that they ſhould not 
ſtumble 2 as abealt goeth down into the valley, the 
ſpirit of the Loꝛd cauſed him to reſt: ſo didſt thou lead 
thy people to make thy ſelf a glozious Name. Look 
down from heaven, and behold from the habitation of 
thy holineſs, and of thy glozy : Where is thy zeal. 
and thy ſtrength, the ſounding of thy bowels, and of 
thy mercies towards ime? are they reſtrained? Doubt- 
leſs thou art our Father, though Abꝛahain be ignozant 
of us, and Pſrael acknowledge us not: thou DLozd, 
art our Father, our redeemer, thy Nameis from ever- 
laſting. O Loꝛd, Why haſt thou made us toerre from 
thy wates ? and hardned our heart from thy fear > Re- 
turn fo2 thy ſervants ſake, the tribes of thine inheri- 
tance. The people of thy holineſs have poſſeſſed it but 
alittle while: our adverſaries have troden down thy 
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ment of ſpikenard,very pꝛetious, and ſhe brake the box. 
and poured it on his head. And there were ſome that 
had indignation within themſelves, and ſaid, Why was

this wall of the ointment made? Foꝛ it might have 
been ſold fo2 moꝛe then three hundred pence, and have 
been given to the poo? : and they murmured againſt 
her. And Yeſus ſaid, Let her alone, why trouble you 
her? ſhe hath w2ought a good work on me. Foz ye 
have the pooꝛ with pou alwapes, and whenſoever pe 
will, ye may do them good: but me pe have not al- 
wapes. She hath done what ſhecould: ſhe is tome 
afozehand to anoint my body to the burying, ' Uerily 
J ſay unto you, CUhereſoever this goſpel ſhall be 
preached throughout the whole woꝛld, this alſo that 
ſhe hath done ſhall be ſpoken of foz a memozial of her. 
And Judas Ylcariot, one of the twelve, went unto 
the chief pꝛieſts, to betray him unto them. And when 
they heard it, they were glad, and pꝛomiſed to give 

im _ And he lought how he might convenient- 
ybetray him. And the lirſt day of unleavenedb2ead, 
when they killed the pallover, his diſciples ſaid unto 
him, Where wilt thou that we go and pꝛepare, that 
thou mapeſt eat the paſſover? And he ſendeth fozth 
two ol his diſciples, and ſaith unto them, Go pe into 
the city, and there ſhall meet you a man bearing a 
pitcher of water: follow him. And whereſoever he 
ſhall go in, ſay pe to the good-man of the houſe, The 
maſter ſaith, Where is the gueſt-chamber, where 7 
ſhall eat the paſſober with my diſciples ? And he 
will ſhew pou a large upper room furniſhed, and pre⸗ 
pared, there make ready fo2 us. And his diſciples went 
foꝛth, and came into the city, and found as he had ſaid 
unto them: and they made readp the paſſover. And 
in the evening he cometh with the twelve. And as 
they ſat, and did eat, Jeſus ſaid, Uerily Jay unto you, 
one of you which eateth with me, ſhall betray me. And 
they began to be ſorrowlul, and to fay unto him, one 
by one, Js it J: and another ſaid, Js it J: And he 
anlwered and ſaid unto them, It is one of the twelve 
that dippeth with me in the diſh. The Son of man 
indeed goeth, as it is wꝛitten of him: but wo to that 
man by whom the ſon of man is betrayed : good were 
it (o2that man if he had neber been boꝛn. And as they 
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did eat, Jeſus took bꝛead, and bleſſed, and bzake it. 
and gave to them, and ſaid, Lake, eat: This is my 
body. -And he took the cup, and when he had given 
thanks, he gabe it to them: and they all dzank of it. 
And he ſaid unto them, This is my bloud of the new 
teſtament, which is ſhed foz many. Uerily J ſay unto 
you, J will drink no moze of the fruit of the vine, un⸗ 
till that day that J dzink it new in the kingdom of God. 
And when they had ſung an hymn, they went out in- 
to the mount of Olives. And Jeſus ſaith unto them, 
All ye ſhall be offended becauſe of me this night : fo? it 
is wzitten, J will ſmite the ſhepherd, and the ſheep 
ſhall be ſcattered. But after that Yam riſen, J will 
go befoze you into Galilee, But Peter ſaidunto him, 
[though all ſhall be offended, yet will not J. And 
Jeſus ſaith unto him; Uerily J ſay unto thee, that 
this day, eben in this night, befoze the cock crow twice, 
thou ſhalt deny me thrice. But he ſpake the moze ve- 
hemently, If I ſhould die with thee, J will not deny 
thee in any wiſe. Likewiſe alſo ſaid they all. And 
they came'to a place which was named Gethſemani, 
and he ſaith to his diſciples, Sit ye here, while J ſhall 
pꝛay. And he taketh with him Peter, and James, and 
John, and began to be ſoꝛe amazed, and to be very hea⸗ 
by, and ſaith unto them, My ſoul is exceeding ſozrow- 
ful unto death; tarry ye here, and watch. And he 
went fozward a little, and fell on the ground, and 
pꝛayed. that if it were polgible the hour might paſs from 
him. And he laid, Abba, father, All things are poſsible 
unto thee ; take away this tup from me: nevertheleſs, 
not what J will, but what thou wilt. And he com- 
eth and findeth them ſleeping, and ſaith unto Peter,Si- 
mon, fleepeſt thou? couldſt not thou watch one hour? 
Watch ye and pꝛay, leſt ye enter into temptation: the 
ſpirit truly is ready, but the fleſh is weak. And again 
he went away', and pꝛayed, and ſpake the ſame woꝛds. 
And when he returned, he found them aſleep again, 
_ (fo2 their eyes were heavy) neither wilt they what to 
anlwer him. And he cometh the third time, and ſaith 
unto them, Sleep on novo, and take pour reſt: it ry 
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enough, the hour is come; Behold the Son of man is 
detrayed into the hands of ſinners.  Biſe up, let us 
go; lo, he that bettayeth me is at hand. And immedi⸗ 
ately, while he pet ſpake, cometh Judag, one of the 
twelve, and with him a great multitude with woꝛds. 
and ſtaves, from the chief Pꝛieſts, and the Stribes. and 
the Elders. And he that betraped him, had given them 
a token, ſaying, Whomſoeber J ſhall kiſs, that ſame 
is he; take him, and lead him awap ſafely. And as 
ſoon as he was come, he goeth ſtraightway to him, and 
ſaith, Maſter, maſter, and killed Him. And they 
laid their hands on him, and took him. And one ol 
them that ſtood by, dꝛew a fwoꝛd, and ſmote a ſervant 
of the high Prieſt, and tut off his ear. And Jeſus an- 
ſwered, and ſaid unto them, Are pe tome out as againſt 
a thief, with woꝛdg and with ſtaves, to take me? J 
was dayly with you in the temple, teaching, and pe 
took me not : but the Scriptures muſt be fulfilled. And 
they all foꝛſook him, and fled. And there follow- 
edhim acertain young man having a linen cloth caſt 
about his naked body, and the young men laid hold on 
him. And he left the linen cloth, and fled from them 
naked. And they led Jeſus away to the high Pꝛieſt. 
and with him were allembled all the chief Prieſts, and 
the Elders, and the Scribes; and Peter followed him 
afar off, even into the palace of the high Pꝛieſt: and 
he ſat with the ſervants, and warmed himſelf at the 
fire; andthe chief Pꝛieſts, and all the councel ſought 
foz witneſs againſt Jeſus to put him to death, and 
found none. Foz many bare falſe witneſs againſt him, 
but their witneſs agreed not together. And there a- 
roſe certain, and bare falſe witneſs againſt him, ſay- 
ing, We heard him ſay, J will deſtroy this tema 
ple that is made with hands, and within thzee 
dayes, I will build another made without hands. But 
neither ſodid their witneſs .agree together. And the 
bigh P2ielt ſtood up in the midſt. andasked Yeſus, ſay- 
ing. Anlwereſt thou nothing? what is it which theſe 
witneſs againſt thee 2 But he held his peace, and an- 
ſwered nothing. Again the high Pꝛieſt asked him, 
a 
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and ſaid unto him, Art thou the Chꝛiſt, the Son of 
the Bleſſed > And Yeſus ſaid, Jam; and ye ſhall ſee 
the Son of man fitting on the right hand of 
power, and coming in the clouds of heaven. 
Then the high pꝛieſt rent his clothes, and ſaith, What 
need we any further witneſſes ye have heard the 
blaſphemy : what think pe? And they all condemned 
him to be guilty of death. And ſome began to ſpit on 
him, and to cover his face, and to buffet him, and to 
ſay unto him, P2ophecy; and the ſervants did ſtrike 
him with the palms of their hands. And as Peter 
was beneath in the palace, there cometh one of the 
maids of the high pꝛieſt; and when ſhe ſaw Peter 
warming himſelf, the looked upon him, and ſaid, And 
thou alſo waſt with Jeſus of Nazareth. But he de- 
nied, ſaying, J knovo not, neither underſtand J what 
thou ſayeſt, Andhe wentout into the pozch, and the 
cock crew. And a maid ſaw him again, and began to 
ſap to them that ſtood by, This is one of them. And 
he denied it again. And a little after, they that ſtood 
by ſaid again to Peter, Surely thou art one of them ; 
fo2 thou art a Galilean, and thy ſpeech agreeth there- 
to. But he began to curſe and to ſwear, ſaying, J 
know not this man of whom ye ſpeak. And the ſe⸗ 
cond time the cock crew. And Peter called to mind the 
woꝛd that Jeſus ſaid unto him, Betoze the cock crow 
twice, thou ſhalt deny me thzice. And when he 
thought thereon, he toept, 
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we Loꝛd God hath opened mins 
ear, and J was not rebellious, 


the moth them up. ou 
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ſervant, that walketh in darkneſs, and hath nolight ? 
let him truſt in the Name of the Loꝛd, and ſtay up- 
on his God. Behold, all ye that kindle a fire, that 
compaſs your ſelves about with ſparks ; walk in 
the light of your fire, and in the ſparks that ye have 
kindled, This ſhall ye have of mine hand, ye ſhall 
lie dovon in ſoꝛrow. 
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SD Wes the chiet pꝛieſts held a conſultation 
with the elders and ſcribes, and 
the whole council, and bound Je⸗ 
\ Se lus, and carried him away, and 
delivered him to Pilate. And Pilate 
asked him, Art thou the king of 
eee the Jews? And he anſwering, 
ſaid unto him, Thou laieſt it. And the chief pzieſts 
accuſed him ol many things: but he anſwered nothing. 
And Pilate asked him again, ſaying, Anſwereſt thou 
nothing 2 behold how many things they witneſs 
againſt thee. But Jeſus yet anſwered nothing: ſo 
that Pilate marvelled. Now at that feaſt he releaſed 
unto them one pꝛiſoner, whomſoever they deſired. And 
there was one named Barabbas, which lay bound 
with them that had made inſurrection with him, who 
had committed murder in the inſurrection. And the 
multitude trying aloud, began to defirehim to do as he 
had ever done unto them. But Pilate anſwered them, 
ſaying, Will ye that J releaſe unto you the king of 
the Jews ? ( Fo? he knew that the chiet pꝛieſts had de- 
livered him fo2 enby ) But the chief pꝛieſts moved the 
people, that he ſhould rather releaſe Barabbas unto 
them. And Pilate anſwered, and ſaid again unto them, 
What will ye then that J ſhall do unto him whom ye 
call the king of the Jevos 2 and they cried out again, 
Crucifie him. Then Pilate ſaid unto them, Why, 
what evil hath he done? and they cried out the moze 
exceedingly, Crucifie him. And lo Pilate, willing to 
content the people, releaſed Barabbas unto them, and 
delivered Jeſus, when he had ſcourged him, to be tru⸗ 
cified. And the ſouldiers led him away into the hall, 
called Pꝛetoꝛium; and they call together the whole 
band, And they clothed him with purple, and platted 
a crown of thoꝛns, and put it about his head. And be- 
gan to ſalute him, Hail king of the Jews. And they 
{mote him on the head with a reed, and did ſpit nor 
im, 
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im, and bowing their knees, wozthiped him. And 

hen they had mocked him, they took off the purple 
from him, and put his owon clothes on him, and led 
him out to crucifie him. And they compel one Simon 
a Cyrenean, who paſſed by, — of the toun⸗ 
trey, the father of Alexander, and Rufus, to bear his 
croſs. And they bꝛing him unto the plate Golgotha, 
which is, being interpꝛeted, the place of a ſcull. And 
they gave him to dꝛink, wine mingled with my2rhe ; 
but he received it not. And when they had crucified 
him, they parted his garments, caſting lots upon 
them, what every man ſhould take. And it was the 
third hour, and they crucified him. And the luperſcri- 
ption of his accuſation was wiitten over, THE 
KING OF THE JEWS, And with him they 
crucifie two thieves, the one on his right hand, and the 
other on his left, And the Scripture was fulfilled, 
which faith, Andhe was numbꝛed with the tranſgreſ- 
ſoꝛs. And they that paſſed by, railed on him, wag- 
ing their heads, and ſaying, Aþ, thou that deſtroyeſt 
the temple, and buildeſt it in thꝛee days, ſabe thy ſelf, 
and come dovon from the croſs. Likewife alſo the 
chief pꝛieſts mocking, ſaid — themſelves, with the 
ſcribes, He ſabed others, himſelf he cannot ſave. Let 
Chꝛiſt the king of Jlrael deſcend now from the croſs, 
that we map ſee and believe. And they that were 
crucified with him, reviled him. And when the firth 
hour was come, there was darkneſs over the whole 
land, until the ninth hour. And at the ninth hour 
Jeſus cried witha loud voice, ſaying, Eloi, Elei, lama 
ſabachthani? which is, being interpꝛeted, My God, 
my God, why haſt thou fozſaken me? And ſome of 
them that ſtood by, when they heard it, ſaid, Behold, 
he calleth Elias. And one ran, and filled a ſpunge 
full of vineger, and put it on a reed, and gave him 
to dꝛink, ſaying, Let alone; let us ſee whether Eli⸗ 
as will come to take him down. And Jeſus cried 
with a loud boite, and gabe up the ghoſt. And the 
vail of the temple was rent in twain from the top to 
the bottom. And when the centurion which ſtood m 
again 
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againſt him, ſaw that he fo cried out, and gave up 
--— ns he ſaid, Truly this man was the Son of 
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dE OS alſo of neceſſity be the death of 
Vo V/A the teltato: : for a teſtament is 
ol tozce after men are dead; other- 
wie it is of no ftrength at all 
>, Et hill the teſtato2z liveth. 
Sh Aw Whereupon, neither the firſt 
eee teltament was dedicated with- 
out bloud : Foz when Moſes had 

ſpoken. every pꝛetept to all the people, atcoꝛding to 
the law, he took the bloud of calves, and of goats, 
with water and ſcarlet wooll, and hyſſop, and ſpzink- 
led both the book and all the people, ſaying, This is 
the bloud of the teſtament, which God hath enjoyned 
unto you. Mozeover,, he ſpꝛinkled likeroiſe with 
bloud both the tabernacle, and all the veſlels of the 
miniſtry. And almoſt all things are by the law 
purged with bloud; and without ſhedding of bloud 
is no remiſſion. Jt was therefoze neceflary that 
the patterns of things in the heavens ſhould be pu- 
rified with theſe ; but the heavenly things themſelves 
with better ſacrifices than theſe. Fo2 Chꝛiſt is not 
entred into the holy places made with hands, which 
are the figures of the true, but into heaven it (elf, 
now to appear in the pꝛeſence of God fo2 us; no2 
yet that he ſhould offer himſelf often, as the high 
pꝛieſt entreth into the holy place. every year with 
bloud of others: foz then mult he often have ſullered 
Unce the foundation of the w_ but now W 
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the end of the wozld, hath he appeared to put away 
un by the ſacrifice of himfelf, And as it is appoint- 
ed unto men once to die, but after this the judge- 
ment: ſo Chꝛiſt was once offered to bear the fins of 
many; and unto them that look fo2 him, ſhall he ap- 
pear the ſccond time without fin unto ſalvation.

5. Luke xii, mp 7 Dw tte feaſt of unleavened bread 
drew nigh, which is called the 
Py &SdK pallover. And the chief Prieſts, 
and Scribes ſought how they 
might kill him; ko they feared 
777M the people.

And he lent Peter 
and John, ſaying, Go and pꝛepare us the pallover, 
that we may eat. And thep ſaid unto him, Where 
wilt thou that we pꝛepare? And he ſaid unto them, 
Behold, when pe are entred info the city, there ſhall 
a man meet you. bearing a pitcher of water, follow 
him into the houſe where de entreth in. And pe ſhall 
ſay unto the good⸗ man of the houſe , The maſter faith 
unto thee, Where is the gueſt-chamber, where J 
ſhall eat the paſCover with my diſciples > And he ſhall 
ſhew you a large upper room furniſhed; there make 
ready. And they went, and found as he had ſaid un- 
to them: and they made ready the paſſover. And when 
the hour was come, he fat down and the twelve 
Apoſtles with him. And he ſaid unto them. with de⸗ 
ſire J have deſired to eat this pafſover with you be- 
foze J ſuffer. Fo2 J ſay unto you J will not any 
moꝛe eat thereof, until it be fulfilled in the — 
| 0 
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of God. And he took the cup, and gave thanks, and 
ſaid, Take this, and divide it among your ſelves. Fo? 
I ſay unto you, I will not dꝛink of the fruit of the 
vine, until the kingdom of God ſhall come. And he 
took bzead, and gabe thanks, and bzake it, and gave 
5 unto them, ſaying, This is my body, which is given 
5 foꝛ you, this do in remembꝛante of me. Likewiſe alſo 
the cup after ſupper, ſaying, This cup is the new te- 
D ſtament in my bloud, which is ſhed fo2 you. But be- 
2 hold, thehand ofhim that betrayeth me,1s with me on 
5 the table. And truly the ſon of man goeth as it was 
4 determined; but wo unto that man, by whom he is 
5 betrayed. And they began to enquire among them⸗ 
7 ſelves, whichof them it was that ſhould do this thing; 
And there was allo trite among them, which ofthem 
ſhould be accounted the greatelt. And he ſaid unto 
them, The kings of the Gentiles exerciſe lordſhip 
over them, and they that exerciſe authoꝛity upon them, 
are called benefactours. But ye ſhall not be ſo; but 
he that is greateſt among you, let him be — the poun⸗ 
ger; and he that is chief, as he that doth ſerve. Fo? 
whether is greater, he that ſitteth at meat, oꝛ he that 
ſerveth > is not he that ſitteth at meat > But J am a⸗ 
mong vou, as he that ſerveth. Pe are they which have 
continued with me in my temptations. And J appoint 
unto you a kingdom, as my father hath appointed un⸗ 
to me; that ye may eat and dꝛink at my table in my 
kingdom, and ſit on thꝛones, judging the twelve tribes 
ol Jſrael. And the Loꝛd ſaid, Simon, Simon, be- 
hold, Satan hathdeſired to have you, that he may ſift 
you as wheat : But J have payed fo2 thee, that thy 
faith fail not; and when thou art converted, ſtrengthen 
thy bzethzen, And he ſaid unto him, Lo2d, J am 
ready to go with thee both into pꝛiſon and to death. 
And he ſaid, J tell thee, Peter, the cock ſhall not crovo 
this day, bofoze that thou ſhalt thrice deny that thou 
knoweſt me. And he ſaid unto them, When J ſent 
you without purſe, and ſcrip, and ſhoes, lacked ye any 
thing? And they ſaid, Nothing. Then ſaid he unto 
them, But now, he that hath a purſe, let him take it, 
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and likewiſe his ſtrip: and he that hath no ſwoꝛd, let 
him ſell his garment, and buy one. Fo? J ſayunto 
vou, that this that is wꝛitten, muſt yet be accompliſh- 
ed in me, And he was reckoned among the tranſqreſ- 
ſoꝛs: foꝛ the things concerning me have an end. And 
they ſaid, Loꝛd, behold, here are two ſwoꝛds. And 
be ſaid unto them, It is enough. And he came out, 
and went, as he was wont, to the mount of Dlives, 
and his diſciples alſo followed him. And when he was 
at the place, he ſaid unto them, Pzap, that ye enter not 
into temptation. And he was withdzawn from them 
about a ſtones caſt, and kneeled down, and pꝛaped, 
ſaying, Father, if thou be — remove this cup 
from me: nevertheleſs, not mp will, but thine be done. 
And there appeared an angel unto him from heaven, 
ſtrengthning him. And being in an agony, he pꝛayed 
moꝛe earneſtly; and his ſweat was as it were gꝛeat 
dꝛops of bloud falling down to the ground. And 
when he roſe up from pꝛaper, and was come to bis diſ⸗ 
ciples, he found them ſleeping fo2 ſoꝛrow, and ſaid 
unto them, Why fleep pe? riſe andpzay, left ye enter 
into temptation. And while he pet ſpake, behold, a 
multitude, andhe that was called Judas, one of the 
twelve, went befoꝛe them, and dzew near unto Yeſus 
to kiſs him. But Yeſus ſaid unto him, Judas. betray⸗ 
eſt thou the Son ot man with a kiſs > Ulhen they who 
were about him, ſaw what would follow, they ſaidun- 
to him, Lozd. ſhall we fmite with the ſwoꝛd?

When J was daily with pou in the tem- 
ple, ye ſtretthed foꝛth no hands againſt me: but this 
is your hour , and the power of darkaeſs. Then 
took they him, and led him, and b2ought him into the 
high Pꝛieſts houſe, and Peter followed afar off. And 
when they had kindleda fire in the midſt of the —

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and were ſet down together, Peter ſat down among 
them. But a certain maid beheld him, as he ſat by the 
fire, and earneſtly looked upon him, and ſaid, This 
man was alſo with him.

And the Lo2d turned, and looked upon 
Peter; and Peter remembzed the wozd of the Lozd, 
how he had ſaid unto him, Hefe the cockcrow, thou 
ſhalt deny me thrice, And peter went out and wept 
bitterly. And the men that held Jeſus mocked him, 
and ſmote him. And when they had blind-folded him, 
they truck him on the face, and asked him, ſaying, 
Propheſy, who is it that ſmote thee 2 And many other 
things blaſphemoully ſpake they againſt him. And as 
ſoon as it was dap, the elders ol the people, and the 
chief Pꝛieſts, and the Scribes came together, and led 
him into their councel, ſaping, Art thou the Chꝛiſt? 
tellus. And he ſaid unto them, Jf J tell you, you 
will not beliobe. And if J alfo ask you, you will not 
anſwer me, noꝛ let me go. Hereafter ſhall the ſon of 
man lit on the right hand or the power of God.

J pꝛaiſe you not: Fo2 J have 
received of the Loꝛd that which alſo J delivered unto 
you, that the Lozd Jeſus, the ſame night in which he 
was betrayed, took bzead; and when he had given 
thanks, he bꝛake it, and ſaid, Take, eat, this is my bo- 
dy, which is bꝛoken fo2 pou: this do in remembzance 
of me. Alter the ſame manner alſo he took the cup, 
when he had ſupped, ſaying, This cup is the new 
teſtament in my bloud : this do pe as oft as ye 
dzink it, in remembzance of me. Foz as often 
as pe eat this bzead, and dꝛink this cup, ye do ſhew 
the Loꝛds death till he come. Wherefoze, who- 
ſoeber ſhall eat this bead, and zink this cup of the 
Loꝛd unwozthily, ſhall be guilty of the body and bloud 
of the Loꝛd. But let a man examine himſelf, and ſo 
let him eat of that bzead, and dꝛink of that cup. Foz be 
that eateth, and dꝛinketh unwoꝛthilp, eateth and 8 
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eth damnation to himſelf, not diſcerning the Lo2ds 
body. Foz this cauſe many are weak and ſickly among 
you, and many lleep. Foz if we would judge our ſelves, 
we ſhould not be judged. But when we are judged, we 
are chaſtned of the Loꝛd, that we ſhould not becondem- 
ned with the woꝛld. Wherefoze, my bꝛethen, when ye 
come together to eat, tarry one foꝛ another. And it any 
man hunger, let him eat at home; that ye tome not to⸗ 
gether unto condemnation, And the reſt will J ſet in 
o2der when Jtome.

e be whole multitude of them aroſe, 5. Luke it 
and led him untoPilate. And they 
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enmity between themſelves. And Pilate when he had 
called together the chief pzielts, and the rulers, and 
the people, ſaid unto them, Pe Have bought this man 
unto me, as one that perverteth the people, and behold, 
I having examined him befoze you, habe found no fault 
in this man touching thoſe things whereof pe accule 
him: No, noꝛ yet Herod : foꝛ Iſent pou to him, and 
lo, nothing woꝛthy of death is done unto him.

Pilate therefoze willing to releaſe Jeſus, ſpake again to 
them. But they cried, ſaping, Crucifie him, crucifie 
him. And he laid unto them the third time, Why, 
what evil hath he done ? J have found no cauſe of death 
in him: J will therefoꝛe chaſtiſe him and let him go. 
And they were inſtant with loud voices, requiring that 
he might be crucified: And the voices of them, and of 
the chief pꝛieſts pꝛebailed. And Pilate gave ſentence, 
thatit ſhould be as they required. And he releaſed unto 
them him that loꝛ (edition and murder was caſt into 
p2iſon, whom they had deſired ; but he delivered Yeſus to 
their will. And as they led him away, they laid 
hold upon one Simon a-Cixenean; coming out of the 
country, andon him they laid the crofs, that he might 
bear it after Jeſus. And there followed him a great 
company of people, and of women, who alſo bewailed 
and lamented him. But Yeſus turning unto them, 
ſaid, Daughters of Jeruſalem, weep not foꝛ me, but 
weep to2 your ſelves, and foꝛ pour childzen. Foz be- 
hold, the daies are coming, in which they ſhall ſay, 
Bleſſed are the barren, andthe wombs that never bare, 
and the paps which never gave ſuck. Then ſhall they 
begin to ſay to the mountains, Fallon us; and to the 
hills, Cover us. Foz if they do theſe things in a green 
tree, what ſhall be done in the dzy 2 Andthere were 
alſo two other malefactours led with him to be put to 
death. And when they were come to the place which 
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is called Calvary, there they crucified him; and the 
| malefactours, one on the right hand, and the other on 
the left. Then ſaid Peſus, Father, foꝛgibe them, fo2 
they knovo not what they do. And they parted his rai⸗ 
ment, and caſt lots. And the people ſtood beholding; 
and the rulers alſo with them derided him, ſaying, He 
ſaved others, let him ſave Himſelf, if he be Chat the 
choſen of God. And the ſouldiers alſo mocked him, 
coming to him, and offering him vineger, and ſaying, 
If thou be the king of the Jews, ſave thy ſelf. And a 
ſuperſtription alſo was wꝛitten over him in letters of 
G2eek, and Latine, and Hebzew, THIS IS THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. And one of the male- 
factours, which were hanged, railed on him, ſaying, 
I thou be Chꝛiſt, ſabe thy ſelf, and us. But the other 
anſwering, rebuked him, ſaying, Doelt not thou fear 
God, ſeeing thou art in the ſame condemnation 2 And 
we indeed juſtly; foꝛ we receive the due reward of our 
deeds, but this man hath done nothing amiſs. And he 
ſaidunto Jeſus, Lo2d, remember me when thou comeſt 
into thy kingdom. And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Uerily 
J ſay unto thee, Lo dap ſhalt thou be with me in pa⸗ 
radiſe. And it was about the ſixth hour. And there 
woas adarkneſs over all the earth, until the ninth 
hour. And the ſun was darkned, and the vail of the 
temple was rent in the midſt. And when Jeſus had 
cried with a loud voice, he ſaid, Father, into thy 
hands Jcommend my ſpirit: and having ſaid thus, 
he gave up the ghoſt.

knowelt thou not, that J habe power to crucifie thee, 
and habe power to releaſe thee > Yeſus anſwered, 
Thou couldeſt habe no power at all againſt me, except 
it were given thee fromabove : theretoze he that deli- 
vered me unto thee hath the greater ſin. And from 
thence foꝛth Pilate ſought to releaſe him: but the 
Jeros cryed out, ſaping, It thou let this man go, thou 
art not Ceſars friend: Wholoever maketh himſelf a 
king, ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar.

thꝛoughout. They ſaid therefoze among themſelves,

Now there ſtood by the croſs of Yeſus, his mother and 
his mothers lilter, Bary, the wife of Cleophas, and 
Mary Magdalen.

and he bowed his head, and gave up the ghoſt. The 
Jews therefoze becauſe it was the preparation, that 
the bodies ſhould not remain upon the croſs on the ſab- 
bath-day (fo2 that ſabbath-day was an high day) be⸗ 
ſought Pilate that their legs might be bꝛoken, and that 
they might be taken away. Then tame the ſouldiers, 
and bꝛake the legs of the firſt, and of the other which 
was crucified with him.
